. and we do not seek any help from 
Soviet Russia. They are ike the 
British in this scuse." . 


Husseini, who lovks more ike a 
bank president than Jeader of Pales- 
tino’s largest political party, sald: 
“Portitloning will mean a three-year 
Anglo-Arab ‘war all over again and 
if America attempts to ald enforee~ 
ment of partitioning, we will be 
forced toa fight them too, We ‘are 
only fighting for indepandence, which 
you fought for in 1770." . 


He said Palestine was not capable 
of supporting more than 2,00Q000 In 
population at present.
